THE ETHICS OF BANKING 


A bank is strong in three respects. It 


is strong in capital, strong .in manage- 
ment, and strong in ethical policy. Not 
the least of these fundamentals is the 
last. 


Shortage of $600.000 is suspected in 


the resources of a financial institution in 
a prosperous city in the central part of 
the United States. It is said that one of 
the officers speculated with the bank's 
funds. 


Bank officers have obligations to their 


business, which is a business of trust. 
They are under obligations to tho stock- 
holders and the depositors, and it may be 
said that their primary obligations are to 
the depositors, although they are em- 
ployed by the stockholders, for the stock- 
holders, to continue this reasoning are un- 
der obligations themselves to the deposi- 
tor*.

THE TAX PROGRAM 


"While nothing definite has resulted as 


yet at Madison determining the exact na- 
ture of the new tax legislation in Wis- 
consin, there is every indication that the 
cooler heads in the LaFollette group, the 
men with more experience and under- 
standing of the government and its af- 
fairs, are beginning to put the brakes 
upon the extreme legislation 
aimed at 


the industries of "Wisconsin under the 
name of the Dahl Bill. It is the easier 
and more popular thing to side with the 
blind action of the assembly in, foisting 
upon the industries of the state what ap- 
pears to be a wholly unreasonable pro- 
portion of the taxes but intelligent men 
who know of the already heavy burden of 
taxation paid by Wisconsin's industries 
hesitate to go further in fear of so crip- 
pling the industries that the results 
gained for the state will be less than un- 
der the present system of taxation. 


Most'of the ordinary run of men and 


women haye little idea of the amount of 
taxes paid by the corporations in "Wis- 
consin. 
The ordinary individual with a 


family of four children and an. income of 
$2.000.00 pays no income tax either to 
the Federal -Government or the state of 
"Wisconsin. If his income is in excess of 
S2.000.00 the scale of his taxes under 
the "Wisconsin law starts at 1 per cent 
and is graduated upwards U per cent at 
a time, making a moderate tax. On the 
other hand, if the Dahl measure were en- 
acted into law. the corporations of "Wis- 
consin would pay to the federal and state 
governments IS1/^ per cent of their pro- 
fits and of course would in addition pay 
from two to four per cent of the as- 
sessed value of their real estate depend- 
ing upon the rate of taxation in the locali- 
ty where they happen to be established. 
This would make approximately a 20 
per cent tax so that, whereas the individ- 
ual, farmer or worker, would pay prac- 
tically nothing, the corporation would 
pay -$-ToO out of every $2,000 it made. 
in taxes. 


'"We have no patience with the man or 


corporation who cannot upon the one 
hand understand that the great institu- 
tions of the state must be* carried on 
and that those who have must pay liberal- 


'-ly in taxes towards their maintenance; nor 


on the other hand should patience be ex- 
hibited towards those who seek to further 
burden industries which are already carry- 
ing an extremely heavy share of the bur- 
den of taxation. 


It is not unlikely that the result at 


Madison may be of such a reasonable na- 
ture that no just complaint or criticism 
can be made. 
The problem of taxation 


since the beginning of time has been diffi- 
cult of just or exact settlement. 
But 


that one class of people, in temporary con- 
trol of the government, should not unreas- 
onably inflict penalties upon another class 
goes without saying. To do so. is wholly 
selfish and can result in the long run in 
nothing but harm. 


There is a practical economic reason 


why the increase of taxes upon indus- 
tries can result ultimately in no lasting 
good. 
The manufacturer must add his 


taxes to his overheard or upkeep charges. 
He must, therefore, charge more for the 
goods he sells. The consumer is the final 
person who pays the taxes. The people 
should not, forget their war time experi- 
ence when with every increase in taxes 
or raise in the price of goods, the middle 
man or seller in fact, increased the sales 
price of the goods beyond the actual in- 
crease in the cost to him or in the addi- 
tional 1ax. 
Tho result has always been 


that the consumer not only pays the tax 
but pays an additional profit because the 
increase of taxes merely provides a pre- 
text for the increase in sales price of the 
article sold. 


The governor and senate are apparent- 


ly taking sufficient time to consider thor- 
oughly the effects that may result to the 
people generally" from the various tax 
measures proposed. It is to be hoped that 
the result reached will be an honest, sci- 
entific method of taxation putting the bur- 
dens in reasonable proportions where they 
properly belong.

THE MINNEAPOLIS MOVEMENT 


Wrong, dead wrong, as you^are on the question of 


sugar for children, writes a prominent baby special- 
ist who has an excellent understanding of children 
but a peculiar obsession against the food value of 
sugar, "I think you sometimes espouse a

fdea!"' Then the specialist, who gets a considerable 
amount of practice from the need of medical care for 
infants that have been improperly fed, asks me to 
give the weight of my "greatly overestimated in- 
fluence" to the movement on foot among health 
authorities, baby specialists, and ordinary doctors to 
popularize breast feeding for infants. 


A suburban district of St. Paul preferjed as a 


place of residence by many computers who wish to 
give their families^thc benefit of the open air ami 
the peace and quiet of suburban environment, was 
the scene of some such movement not long ago. The 
result was so good that present 
statistics show- 


that 90 per cent of the babies in the district (it is 
familiarly or locally known as Minneapolis) are en- 
joying their birthright, nursing at the breast. An 
organization has grown up in this pretty little sub- 
urb known as the Infant Welfare society of Minn- 
eapolis; this organization issues some valuable in- 
structive pynphlets dealing with breast feeding and 
artificial feeding of babies. 


Three facts of great importance are too often lost 


sight of when an amateur or uninstructed mother is 
left at the mercy of her maiden sisters, her own 
mother, the women of the neighborhood or Mrs. 
Gamp, the far too practical nurse> when the method 
of nournishmg the baby is being decided. These 
facts are: 
1. Given fair health and intelligent care,.every 


mother can nurse her baby. Unfortunately many 
mothers who give their babies a square deal are 
persuaded by well meaning friends to resort to sub- 
stitute feeding. To offer the baby any thing other 
than breast feeding without the advice and direc- 
tion of the physician is an unpardonable assault 
upon the baby's right to enjoy perfect health and a 
sacrific of his chance or expectation to survive the 
first year. 
2. Most of the difficulties or obstacles encountered 


by the uninstructed or badly advised mother Jn nurs- 
ing are directly attributable to improper treatment 
applied at the behest of incompetent advisers. Of 
course a good nurse never attempts any kind of 
treatment which has not been, prescribed by the 
physician in charge. 


3. The clock work regularity of feeding, faithfully 


adhered to from the time the baby is born, is the 
best assurance of success in nursing. 


To indicate what really intelligent instruction 


does for'-mother and baby, let me cite statistics of. 
the Starr Center in Philadelphia: 
In 1912-1913 less 


than half the babies under its care were breast fed. 
After six years of propaganda for breast feeding 
nearly 99 per cent of tho babies were breast fed.

Rainbow Rays 


Would violet ray treatment do any good in a case

Answer—So far as I know, violet light docs no 


good in any disease, save as an amusement for the 
invalid. 
This "violet ray" should be, clearly dis- 


tinguished from treatment with what is called ultra- 
violet ray, as in the Finsen light or the mercury 
vapor quart lamp methods. Violet ray apparatus 
takes the place in modern "self doctoring" which 
the electric battery, vibrator, and the electric belt 
held at various periods in the past. The appara- 
tus used for ultraviolet light treatment is entirely 
too delicate for a layman to attempt to handle 
and, moreover, ultraviolet light is a powerful agent 
which would bo unsate "for a layman to use save 
under medical care.

Benjamin Bath- 
urst was the third son of Henry Bath- 
urst, Bishop of Norwich, and a nephew 
of Allen, Earl Bathurst. He studied 
in Germany, showing an 
unusual 


grasp of foreign politics and by the 
help of his uncle ho was appointed 
charge d'affaires at Copenhagen and 
was present in Vienna in 1809, when 
the Austrian government was making 
terms with Napoleon. In his diplo- 
matic .capacity Bathurst left yic Aus- 
trian capital to carry dispatches to 
England. 


On November 25, 1809, three persons 


traveling in a private diligence arrived 
at an inn at Perlcberg, a small Prus- 
sian town lying on tho postroad be- 
tween Berlin and Hamburg. Two of 
them were .traveling under the as- 
sumed name of Koch (who was really 
Bathurst) and Fisher; the third man 
was Koch's servant. Bathurst ate a 
supper of broiled turkey, and as the 
horses were not ready for him to con- 
tinue his Journey he slept for two 
hours on the table of the inn, holding 
Fischer's hand meanwhile. 
When ho 


awoke ho walked into the inn yard, 
jnspocled his traveling carriage, and 
then stepped out into the street. Eight 
peoplfc saw him leave the inn. 


That was the last, definitely seen or 


heard of Bathurst, and the mystery of 
his disappearance remains to this day. 


Within fifteen minutes of his leaving 


tho inn, an alarm was raised and 
search was made for him far and 
wide, but Bathurst was. never seen 
again by his friends. There arc vari- 
ous theories to account for his strange 
disappearance. 
One is that he was 


decoyed by Napoleon's orders, 
and 


either slain or confined in a fortress, 
Some support is given to this theory 
by the fact that Bathurst had some 
difficulty In getting his passports, and 
that "the Prussian government, then ^ 
under tho domination of 
Napoleon, 


showed no very great alacrity in 
vestigating his case. 
_ „ 


The proof, however, of Napoleon s' 


complicity in the disappearance of 
Bathurst, who did not occupy a high 
position in the diplomatic service is 
by no means conclusive. 


Mrs. 
Bathurst was indefatigable in 


searching the continent In the hope of 
discovering her husband, but all to no 
purpose. She kept a diary of her wan- 
derings, and it is this volume which 
her relative, Sir William Geary, has 
now presented to the British museum. 
The mystery of the disappearance of 
Benjamin Bathurst remains, unsolved.

been making dresses in Paris for the 
wealthy from all parts of the world. 
It may toe "that her idea of what is 
expensive has been influenced by the 
class of trade which automobiles up 
to her doors, ~i>ut nevertheless her 
anSwcr was the sincere expression of 


a business woman. For in the next 
breath she said: "Or rather, dresses 
do not cost the buyer so much, when 
it is considered 'what they cost tho 
producer." 


Madame Faquin employs about 300 


people, and turns out 4,000 dresses a 
year. About 25 out of every haundred 
of her gowns have to bo discarded 
because they arc not properly made. 
This accounts in part for the high 
cost of those that are marketed.
